The subject matters of claims 1-3, 6-8 and 11-13 are not disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
ISR, and so appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. Particularly, a feature wherein a base station 
searches for the reference codes used by the base stations around it and stores them, and assigns reference codes 
other than the stored ones when a terminal device makes a connection request, is neither described in any of the 
documents nor obvious to a person skilled in the art 

The subject matters of claims 4, 5, 9, 10, 14 and 15 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes an invention wherein, in a path division multiple access system, a base station 
chooses a unique word that has not been assigned to any mobile station and assigns the said unique word to a 
mobile station, to prevent communication interference. 

Document 2 (paragraphs [0046]-[0049] and Table 2) describes a technology whereby a control carrier 
and a slot to be used are decided based on the remainder left by dividing the ID of a base station by a particular 
number. A person skilled in the art could have easily adopted the said technology described in cited document 2 
for the base station described in document 1 .
